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Child care subsidy applications under review

For the review _ 

Didsbury and area parents who applied for child care sul>- 
sidy in the last nine months will have their applications 
reviewed once again to ensure they weren’t denied benefits 
unnecessarily or cheated out of funding. 

The Ministry of Children and Youth Services is reviewing 
the child care subsidy application process after the NDP 
opposition revealed last month that some parents hadn’t 
Inn'ii getting subsidized to the level they may have l>een enti¬ 
tl'd. ;uid in some cast's, were denied benefits when they actu¬ 
ally did qualify. 

While the government changed rules surrounding the sub- 
sidy on Sept. 1. 2(X)8 making it more generous, licensed day¬ 
care providers and parents may not have been given updated 
forms for parents to fill out that could have increased the sulv 
sidy. 

Further, when parents list'd the old forms, government 
staff neither told the applicants they should be using a differ¬ 
ent form, nor that the new rules could potentially allow them 
to access an increased subsidy. 

As of September 1. 2008, changes came into effect exclud¬ 
ing child support payments from income calculations of sin¬ 
gle parents. But since parents were using old forms including 
support payments in income, in many cases this would either 
exclude them from getting the subsidy or reduce it to less 
than the full amount they could have received. 

Mindy Grover, owner of Children of the Universe, the fam¬ 
ily day home agency in Olds, said for some families, getting 
the subsidy is “huge" and Ls the difference between getting 
licensed care for their children or perhaps going without 
care. In many cases parents were getting private care for 


their children when they could have gotten a subsidy to lie 
able to pay for approved or licensed care for their children, 
Grover said. 

As an example, Grover said the fee for a 19-month-old or 
younger child at Children of the Universe is $775 per month. 
If parents are of low income, and qualify for full subsidy, $520 
l>er month is taken off the bill. In many cases, Grover said 
more than one child per family needs care. Grover said she 
knows of one family that has tw o children 19 months old or 
younger and another child that is a toddler. 

Grover noted that with licensed or approved care, parents 
may be able to get subsidies, as opposed to private care, in 
which subsidies aren’t available. 

Another change on September 1 was that parents who 
were actively looking for work and on income support could 
now access a subsidy for two months, whereas before 
September 2008 parents on income support and looking for 
W'ork could not access the subsidy. 

A third change that came into effect was that only one par¬ 
ent needed to be a Canadian citizen or permanent resident to 
qualify for the subsidy, whereas liefore last September both 
parents needed to lie either citizeus or permanent residents. 
Before September 2008 there wasn’t a subsidy available for 
school-aged children, but that changed on Sept. 1. 

Grover said as of two weeks ago — nine months after the 
subsidy changes — Children of die Universe still didn’t have 
access to the new forms. 

Cathy Ducharme, spokesperson with die Ministry of Child 
and Youth Services, said while new forms had already gone 
out in many parts of the province, old ones list'd prior to 
September 2008 were also still out there and many [>eople 
weren’t using the proper form. 

Ducharme said the new form Ls available for printing on the 


ministry’s web-site at www.chiltl.alberta.ca/home, clicking on 
child care subsidy and clicking on either apply for subsidy or 
change information to print out the relevant forms. 
Completed forms can lie faxed or brought in to the local 
office of the Central Alberta Family Services Audiority. 

Currently the ministry Ls working with the child and family 
service authorities to review the applications that were 
processed since September 2008 to ensure they were proper¬ 
ly assessed. 

“Should there lie any discrepancies, then (staff) would con¬ 
tact the family to let them know," Ducharme said. 

If parents believe they may have l>een improperly assessed 
and could qualify for a higher subsidy, they should contact 
the child care subsidy branch of the local office of the Central 
Alberta Child and Family Services Authority. Once there, 
staff will assess the situation and either get a new form com¬ 
pleted or re-assess a completed application. 

Asked why old forms were used after changes came into 
effect last September, Ducharme said there may have been 
confusion among assessors at the local level. 

Rhonda Coubrough, regional communications manager for 
the Central Alberta Child and Family Services Authority said 
nobody in the central region was aware that old forms were 
being used after September 2008. However, the authority is 
double-checking all the applications it received for child care 
subsidy after September 2008 to make sure that families are 
nn-eiving the correct amount of subsidy. 

“We’re just in the process of doing that right now. We want 
Albertans to get the subsidy that they’re eligible to receive,” 
she said. 

If families aren’t currently receiving what they are eligible 
for, Coubrough said the review will identify those discrepan¬ 
cies and correct the situation.

houses on odd numbered 
days, then in theory the 
water use for the outside 
watering will be halved." 

Davidson noted the 
demand for water had 
grown as the number of 
people in the towns had 
grown. He explained the 
original system was 
designed t o accommodate 
growth but not forever 
because there are higher 
costs in building and run¬ 
ning bigger systems. “We 
are reaching the point 
where the limits of the 
design of the system, 
even with the improve¬ 
ments made to the system 
since it was originally 
built, have been met and 
the system cannot meet 
the ‘peak demands’ - the 
times of highest usage," 
he said adding these 
times were usually when 
the weather is hottest and 
conditions the most dry. 

Davidson said residents 
needed to understand the 
water supply is limited by 
the ability of the system 
to get that water to the 
customer. He noted if 
each person reduces their 
usage then the water will 
be sufficient for more 
people. “If water is used 
at high enough rates to 
compromise the ability of 
the system to supply the 
amount of water that peo¬ 
ple are using, then restric¬ 
tions, such as the existing 
level one, will be 
imposed. If use continues 
at such a rate, or higher 
then the level of restric¬ 
tion will be increased so 
that enough water is 
available for critical func¬ 
tions such as drinking and 
cooking and, if necessary, 
firefighting - in the worst 
case." 


all the time. 

“There are a lot of fac¬ 
tors that determine how 
much water can be 
pumped down any partic¬ 
ular size line...but ulti¬ 
mately there is an upper 
limit to the amount of 
water that can be trans¬ 
mitted with any particular 
line.” 

He went on to say the 
level one restriction that 
is currently in place was 
aimed at cutting sprinkler 
watering. “If people liv¬ 
ing in houses with even 
(house) numbers water 
only on even numbered 
days and odd numbered 


really need to wash cars, 
driveways or ATVs and if 
they didn't, then there 
would be more water 
available for more essen¬ 
tial usage. He noted the 
restriction had nothing to 
do with the Anthony 
Henday plant not being 
able to produce enough 
water because it can. 

Under normal condi¬ 
tions such as winter, 
Davidson explained, the 
plant did not need to 
pump water from the 
plant all the time in order 
to keep the reservoirs 
full, but during high use it 
would be pumping water 
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In light of a recent 
water ban that was put 
into effect in Didsbury on 
May 14, Mountain View- 
Regional Water Services 
Commission officials 
want residents to under¬ 
stand the importance of 
the restrictions. 

One of the commis¬ 
sion’s board members, 
Bob Davidson, explained 
the reason for the water 
restriction was because 
the water could not be 
piped down to the midline 
reservoir at Olds and 
from the Olds reservoir to 
the town reservoirs fast 
enough to keep them 
filled. 

"When people start to 
use more water, mostly 
for outside watering, and 
with the increase in the 
number of users along 
this line, the levels of 
water in all the reservoirs 
drops,” he said. “Since 
water usage drops during 
the night, the reservoirs 
refill, but if the day usage 
is high enough, they can¬ 
not be completely refilled 
before daytime use begins 
to lower the levels again. 
The problem tends to be 
worse during the week¬ 
end.” 

Davidson stated the 
problem w-as the size of 
the southern line from the 
plant to Crossfield. 
“Once more water is used 
than can be replaced, the 
amount available is not 
enough, resulting in a 
water restriction,” 

explained Davidson. 
“The easiest is to try and 
reduce the outside water 
use that may be consid¬ 
ered discretionary.” He 
added if residents didn’t

View Seniors Housing Authority and the Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management Commission. The 
two were selected because they are the commissions 
whose membership is limited to the six regional 
municipalities that make up MAP, including Mountain 
View County, Olds, Didsbury, Sundre, Carstairs and 
Cremona. 

Olds councillor Warren Smith said each commission 
must be dealt with separately on the question of turn¬ 
ing it into a corporation, because each one has sepa¬ 
rate issues and w hat works for one might not work for 
all. He said while he accepted in principle the notion of 
switching to corporations, each case needed to be 
dealt with on its own merits. 

Smith also said he thought debating the pros and 
cons of the proposal wasn't a good use of time when he 
could come to the decision on his own, based on solid 
information. Both Olds councillors Lesley Winfield and 
Harvey Walsh agreed 

“Blanket rules aren’t for everybody," Walsh said. 

A similar idea was floated by local municipalities 
several years ago but Olds Mayor .Judy Dahl said noth¬ 
ing much was ever done on the topic beyond one work 
shop. She said many of the councillors of the day had 
much the same questions as are surfacing now. 

Dahl said she will take the feedback she received 
from council back to the next MAP meeting, scheduled 
for June 1(5 at the county office. At that time, it's 
expected that a discussion will be held as to what all 
councils thought of the idea. 

“1 will take the comments our council discussed ... 
and at that time we'll have the opportunity to hear 
what the other five municipalities concluded as well. 
There may be other municipalities that thought the 
same process as us," she said. 
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Rollover near Water Valley 

RUMP responded to a truck rollover west of 
Water Valley last Tuesday at approximately 1 p in. 

The vehicle had two occupants, a 14-year-old 
female driver, who was ejected from the vehicle, 
and a 15-year-old male passenger. Both were treat¬ 
ed for non-life-threatening injuries. 

Police are still investigating the matter, but 
Didsbury RUMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson says charges are 
likely. 

“Given the last incident of this nature, we are 
encouraging parents to speak with their child 
novice drivers relating to the safety concerns with 
them not abiding by the driving laws,” says 
Jacobson. 

Carstairs vehicles entered 

One vehicle was stolen and nine others were rum¬ 
maged through in the Stonebridge Subdivision in 
Carstairs during the night of June 1. 

None of the vehicles had their doors locked at the 
time of the incident. 

The stolen vehicle is described as a black GMC 
Sierra with a black topper and is yet to be recov¬ 
ered. 

“Police are reminding the public not to provide 
crimes of opportunity to criminals by leaving vehi¬ 
cles unlocked. In this case it looks like the inten¬ 
tion was to find keys to steal a vehicle,” says 
Jacobson. 

Gravel pit damaged 

Between May 29 at 11 a m. and June 3, a portion 
of barbed-wire fencing at a Mountain View County 
gravel pit was damaged. Police believe a vehicle 
was driven through the fence. 

BMX bike stolen 

A Miracco Black Pearl BMX bike was stolen from 
a Didsbury home on 14 Ave during the night of May 
27. The bike was stolen from the home’s driveway. 

Lawnmower stolen 

A lawnmower was stolen from a Carstairs resi¬ 
dence some time between May 25 and the morning 
of June 1 along Idaho Street. 

The lawnmower is described as a grey Briggs and 
Stratton push mower with a pull-start. The handle 
on the pull-start is broken in half. 

Suspicious activity 
investigated 

Police is calling a morning fire on June 1 near 
Carstairs suspicious. 

The fire occurred in a farmer’s field near Range 
Road 282 and Township Road 292. 

Carstairs Volunteer Fire Department members 
were called to the scene to extinguish the flames, 
but upon arrival didn’t find anyone on scene. 

Police believe the individuals responsible were 
attempting to burn plastic tubing off of some cop¬ 
per wire when the fire spread to the surrounding 
brush. Police are still determining if any wire was 
stolen. 

A similar incident has occurred in the area 
before, which is why police are asking anyone in 
the area to keep an eye out for any suspicious activ¬ 
ity.

at ion areas for a play¬ 
ground or baseball dia¬ 
monds. 

The proposed location of 
the campground would 
support economic spinoffs 
for Didsbury and other area 
communities, according to 
Wagner. 

While the county’s 
Municipal Development 
Plan (MDP) states it is a pri¬ 
ority of council to increase 
recreat ional development 
in the county, planning anti 
development staff said the 
proposal was largely incon¬ 
sistent with the overall 
intent of the county’s MDP. 

According to planning 
and development staff, the 
proposal is not compatible 
with surrounding land uses 
and has a strong potential 
to generate negative intru¬ 
sions into the surrounding 


agricultural community. 

Staff say the land is of 
higher farm land rating and 
that ils rating could be 
increased through range- 
land and riparian rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

A public hearing for the 
proposed land use redesig¬ 
nation was held last 
Wednesday after which 
councillors voted. 

Councillor Kathy Blain 
abstained from voting and 
the discussion citing a con¬ 
flict as she is a campground 
owner. Reeve A1 Kemmere 
was also absent from vot¬ 
ing as he was attending 
another event. 

Councillors Lana 

Yakimchuk, Gwen Day, and 
Gerald Ingeveld voted 
against the redesignation 
while Everett Page and Liz 
Negropontes voted for it. 


A proposal to construct a 
new campground that has 
the potential to add over 
800 seasonal residents to 
the Didsbury area has been 
nixed by Mountain View 
County council. 

In a recorded vote last 
Wednesday, councillors 
voted 3-2 against redesig¬ 
nating a 158.97 acre site 
near the Lone Pine Hall to 
recreation facility district 
from its present designa¬ 
tion of agricultural district. 

Lance Wagner sought the 
redesignation for the land a 
few miles west of Highway 
582 and north of Highway 
791 to allow for the devel¬ 
opment of a proposed fami¬ 
ly campground that could 
accommodate up to 340 
camping sites near the 
Lone Pine Creek 

Wagner envisions the site 
as a getaway for city 
dwellers as well as a day 
spot for picnicking. His 
plan includes developing 
the area to accommodate 
300 recreational vehicle 
sites as well as 30 to 40 
tenting sites, a convenience 
store, communal shower, 
washroom and laundry 
facilities, as well as recre-

Economic crisis 
gets personal

For the first time in my career 1 am experiencing the orga¬ 
nizational consequences of an economic downturn. For the 
first time I am saying goodbye to colleagues who are, for the 
most part, innocent victims of the need to reduce costs and 
preserve cash flow. 

To my organization’s credit, it took into account our 
longer-term vision and strategy in making the difficult choic¬ 
es of who would stay and who would go. But tlrat doesn’t 
make it any easier for those who have been asked to leave. 
And it doesn't make it any easier, today, for those of us who 
have to say goodbye to valued friends and colleagues. 

Tile first thing 1 did when 1 heard the news was cry. 1 
reminded myself that it is OK and very normal to experience 
a sense of grief ;uid loss. We invest so much in people. As a 
small company, we tend to know each other well and enjoy 
each other’s company. To lose someone - it is very personal. 

The second thing 1 did was reach out and send brief e-mail 
messages to my departing colleagues, thanking them for 
their friendship and contribution. Although I know they may 
not want to talk to me today, 1 think it is important that I 
express my findings and support as quickly as possible. 1 
admit there are some on the list I do not know well and 1 
elected not to contact them. I hope those who are closer to 
them did so. 

I also invited departing colleagues to reach out to me if 
they think I can be helpful to them in any way. They art' 
going to need to find new sources of income and no doubt 
feel panicked and uncertain about the future. 1 hope I can be 
of help to them. 1 only made tliis offer to those whom 1 gen¬ 
uinely want to help. If I can’t follow through on my promise, 
it is probably better not to offer to help. A reluctant support¬ 
er is not what they need going forward. What surprised me 
was how quickly I heard back from a number of my col¬ 
leagues. They thanked me for my support and some indicat¬ 
ed they had an interest in seeking my help as they plan their 
next steps. 

Some people talk about exj)eriencing ‘survivor guilt' as 
part of a down-sizing. In our case, there were certainly ques¬ 
tions about how decisions were made, about whether we 
had considered reducing pay across the board and/or offer¬ 
ing part-time arrangements or sabbaticals as alternatives to 
asking people to leave. 

I have to admit that I have considered the possibility of 
taking an extended leave as we work through this downturn. 
I have worked for my company for almost ten years and 
been a strong contributor for most of those. But right now, I 
can’t help but feel that I’m not doing my share and maybe it 
would lx 1 Itetter if I stopp'd collecting a paychecque for 
awhile. I think that is one of the most difficult tilings to over¬ 
come when layoff notices are announced - we all wonder 
‘why them and not me?’ We are momentarily grateful that we 
escaped this round, but then wonder why, and wonder if 
we’ll be next. 

While the worst of the economic crisis may lie over, there 
is general agreement that the upturn Ls nowhere in sight. We 
will likely operate in a depressed climate for a period of time 
and that inevitably means more people will lose their jobs as 
companies strive to remain solvent, and those who have lost 
jobs as part of that will struggle to find new opportunities. 

As a survivor of downsizing, you can play an inijKirtant 
role in supporting friends and former colleagues. First, be a 
support and confidante. People need to vent, to express 
their frustration and their fears. Second, t>e a source of help. 
Keep a watchful eye on opportunities and forward them as 
appropriate. Make connections where and when you can. 
Finally, assess where and how you can increase your own 
contribution. This is not the time to rely on your history with 
your organization. We are till vulnerable. Take time to think 
about how to maintain and increase your impact. Be grate¬ 
ful for surviving a downsizing.

Radically rethinking our schools

Schools shape 
our future as a 
society. They are 
the bedrock of a 
community: a 

place in which all 
of our futures are 
nourished and developed; a place 
where skills are taught, enabled and 
encouraged. We should till care about 
what happens in schools, even if we do 
not have children attending them. 

One of t hose kids standing at the bus 
stop with bttggy jeans and a funny hat 
may well become your pension fund 
manager just a few years from now. 
Others will run businesses that will hire 
your granddaughter or work to ensure 
our planet survives the onslaught of cli¬ 
mate change. 

But there Ls something wrong with 
our schools. They are burdened with 
too much direction about what they 
should teach - too many curriculum 
objectives, too many politically-correct 
imperatives and too many instructions 
for our instructors. They are held 
accountable but are not given the tools 
for the tasks they are responsible to 
achieve. They are subject to high stakes 
testing where students, on a single day, 
can determine their and their teachers’ 
fates. They are vulnerable and stressed. 
And they permanently fiiil to deliver to 
till of our expectations. 

We also do not treat our teachers as 
true professionals. They ;ire given limit¬ 
ed scope for independent action - as if 
we do not trust them, despite their 
years of training, to do the job entrust¬ 
ed to them. We disdain their profession- 
til development activities and scoff at 
their summer vacations. We do not 
show them respect when, as they must 
do, they tell us that our son or daughter 


Ls not the paragon of excellence we 
thought them to l>e and that they are 
struggling. 

We also see schools as a preparation 
for something else - for work, college 
or university - rather than places of 
learning in their own right. In fact, as 
one keen observer has noted, much of 
schooling is seen as a preparation for 
the work of a few - those who go to uni¬ 
versity - mid Ls not, therefore, a great 
place for those who have chosen the 
trades, or creative arts or community 
service or retail as their destination. We 
therefore teach, through our structures, 
large numbers of students to live with 
failure. 

It Ls time for a radical change. Our 
schools need to do more to help our 
students be part of the solution to the 
problems our communities face - 
homelessness, poverty, isolation of the 
elderly, climate change, the growing 
challenges of obesity and early onset 
diabetes, to name just some. Our 
schools also need to become less 
focused on being the pathway to post¬ 
secondary education and more 
focused on developing the skills which 
would enable till students to be life¬ 
long learners at any level and at ;my 
time. 

We tid'd to counter the view that 
schools should narrow their focus to 
the basic science, mathematics, literacy 
and technology subjects and instead 
encourage the inclusion of a richness of 
personal learning which involves cre¬ 
ativity, emotional intelligence, physical 
education, wellness and socitil skills. 
Creative diversity is a lietter bet for our 
future that a focused insistence on core 
subjects. 

We should reduce out division of 
knowledge into subjects and focus 
more on real world problem solving 
where students are asked to contribute 
directly and in a meaningful way to the 



solution of problems facing their com¬ 
munity. By focusing on project-based 
work, the need to learn and develop 
skills normally associated with our “tra¬ 
ditional” subject areas will arise natu¬ 
rally and lie driven by student engage¬ 
ment rather than provincial require- 
ments. 

We should empower and enable 
teachers to determine large “chunks" 
of the work their students do, rather 
than directing them with curriculum 
requirements - one Giade 9 science 
provincial curriculum has over 260 
objectives which teachers “must” com¬ 
plete during the year, 60% of which are 
likely to appear on a Provincial 
Achievement Test. This is pure non¬ 
sense, driven by the demands of post¬ 
secondary institutions rather than the 
learning needs of students. If we give 
schools back to the teachers, we 
should indicate the competencies at a 
broad level which students need on 
leaving school and let them, as profes¬ 
sionals, determine the best route to 
these outcomes. 

Finally, we should accept that teach¬ 
ers are lx>st placinl to assess their stu¬ 
dents and reduce the focus on stan¬ 
dardized, annualized, aggregated, aver¬ 
age test results. We should focus 
instead on frequent, systematic and 
focused teacher assessments as the 
basis for pupil evaluation. 

Our schools and the curriculum 
which informs their work were 
dt'signed for nineteenth century educa¬ 
tion for an industrial world. It Ls the 21st 
century and an age in which knowledge 
rather than industrial systems drive our 
economy. ()ur schools need a transfor¬ 
mation - they need to become a part of 
the 21st century, not stand apart from 
our time.

Local speaks his mind about 
assessment process 


As we all know, it is tax time in 
Didsbury. Your property assessor has an 
interesting way to determine the value 
of the properties in Didsbury for tax 
assessment. 

In our phone conversation on May 27, 
2009, I was told the assessor relies on 
what other people list their properties 
for to get the tax assessment value of 
my property.

The computer age has 
lead to benefits for peo¬ 
ple everywhere, providing 
quick-time communica¬ 
tion and information 
sharing, bringing commu¬ 
nities together and pro¬ 
moting dialogue and 
understanding. 

Unfortunately it has 
also lead to the hideous 
crimes at the centre of 
the vast internet-based 
child pornography indus¬ 
try. 

As is often the case with 
crimes of violence, the 
production and distribu¬ 
tion of child pornography 
makes victims out of soci¬ 
ety’s most vulnerable 
members. And today 
those victims are found 
everywhere, including 
right here in Central 
Alberta. 

While RCMP and other 
police services continue 
to battle very hard to stop 


child pornography, a new 
report from the federal 
Ombudsman for Victims 
of Crime (OVC) shows 
dial Ml’s could he doing 
more to help in the fight. 

According to the OVC, 
internet-facilitated child 
sexual abuse is growing 
at an alarming rate. 
Between 2000 and 2007, 
the number of confiscat¬ 
ed images of serious child 
abuse quadrupled. 

There have been numer¬ 
ous child pornography 
cases in Central Alberta 
in recent years, in some 
cases leading to jail time 
for perpetrators. 

The Every Image, Every 
Child report released by 
OVC last week, makes 
nine recommendations to 
the federal government, 
each aimed at helping 
police end the victimiza¬ 
tion of children. 

The landmark OVC 
report calls for the intro¬ 
duction of legislation that 
would make it mandatory 
for internet service 
providers to give law 
enforcement basic cus¬ 
tomer name and address 
information. 

It also says there should 
be a new law making it a 


crime to refuse to provide 
password or encryption 
information during an 
investigation. 

The OVC is recommend¬ 
ing that the government 
increase the capacity of 
the RCMP’s National 
Child Exploitation 

Coordination Centre to 
identify and rescue the 
child victims in child 
pornography images, sup¬ 
port research into the 
impact of internet-facili¬ 
tated child sexual abuse 
on children, and do more 
to help victims through 
special child-friendly 
multi-disciplinary child 
advocacy centres. 

There have, of course, 
been numerous calls over 
the years for more to be 
done to fight child 
pornography. Yet, in this 
new call by the highest- 
ranking public advocate 
in Canada for more action 
on child pornography 
should be a wake-up call 
for all MPs. 

Albertans and their fel¬ 
low Canadians want their 
federal leaders to do 
more, much more, to pro¬ 
tect young people from 
the scourge of child 
pornography crime.

The power of forgiveness is more pow¬ 
erful than one could imagine. For John 
and Eloise Bergen, one could find it even 
harder to imagine how they could forgive 
someone that brutally attacked them and 
had left them for dead. 

The couple was at the Didsbury High 
School, on Saturday morning, to talk of 
their attack and how they plan to go back 
and continue their work. 

Just under a year ago, the missionary 
couple was attacked, by five men, in 
Kenya where they had been for four 
months working on helping to feed and 
provide shelter for the children and wid¬ 
ows there. 

On the night of July !), 2008, John, 71, 
told the crowd gathered in the school’s 
gymnasium how he had drawn a bath for 
his wife at the farm they were living at, just 
like he did every night, and had gone out to 
give a message to the night guard. He said 
that night however, he never heard a 
response as he called out for the guard. 
Instead, John remembers an arm reaching 
out for his neck. “He was choking me so 
hard I could not breathe," he recalled. He 
described how five local men continued to 
beat him with clubs and slash his body 
with machetes. Slipping in and out of con¬ 
sciousness, John said he remembered call¬ 
ing out to Jesus for help and to save him. 
“They dragged my body over to under 
some tret's and left me for dead." What
